Caracas, Venezueia, Sunday, 
13, via Port-of-Spain, December 
news of the capture of the Venezuelan 
guardship Alexis, by the Dutch cruiser 
Gelderland, Saturday, became known in 
Caracas this morning. A big crowd as- 
sembied in the Plaza Bolivar and dem- 

netrated in support of the governinent. 

A decree issued by 
Gomez places the republic in a state of 
defense. 

A crowd of citizens, including a large 
numiber of students, went to the office 
»’ El Constitutional, the organ of Presi- 
dent Oastro, and indulged in a counter 
demonstration. The feelings of this 
crowd were painly hostile to Castro a 
to the eteps taken by Gomez. 

Pitched Battle in Streets. 

A pitched battle ensued between tle 
employees of the paper and the crowd 
on the etreets. Many shots were ex- 


changed, and the fighting lasted for five |

necessary equipment for the course,

One of the most instructive examples 
of what can be accomplished on a 
small farm through the cultivation of 
food crops almost to the complete ex- 
clusion of cotton, is afforded in the 
of Sheriff F. G. Edwards, of 
Dougherty county, who, in addition to 
being the okiest sheriff in Georgia, in 
point of service, is one of the most suc- 
cessful of south Georgia farmers. 

During the crop year of 1908, Sheriff 
Kxiwards, whose place is just outside 
the corporate limits of Albany, had 
under cultivation about 200 acres of 
land. He had 60 acres in cantaloupes, 
60 acres in corn, 30 acres in oats, and 
24 acres in cotton. Ae cut hay from 
i140 acres. Ninety of these acres were 
turned into hay fields after the canta- 
loupe and oat crops had been gathered, 
the other fifty being sown In peas for 
hay. 

Sheriff Edwards ran six plows. He 
shipped eight cars of Rocky Ford can- 
taloupes before the ist of July, and sev- 
eral more cars during the first ten 
that month. He gathered |.- 


1,200 bushels of oats pm 30 acres. 
He sold !00 tons of fine hay at an 
average price of $I4 a ton, and has on 
hand a larger supply 
use. He also sold 200 bushels 
peas at $2 a bushel. He has sold 
$650 worth of seed oats, and has a 
large supply still on hand. His hay was 
sold as soon as it was baled, and there 
ho expense or deterioration on ac-

SPERRY LANDS AT COLOMBO. 


High Honors 


Paid to the American 
Admiral, 

Colombo, Ceylon, Degember 1!4.—Rear 
Admiral Sperry landed from the battle- 
ship Connecticut this morning to pay his 
Official visit to Sir Henry Edward Mc- 
Callum, the governor of Ceylon. A guard 
of honor had peen assembled and there 
was a big crowd on the water front, 
composed of natives and WBuropeans. 
The admiral was cheered as he stepped 
ashore.

The guard 
was from the Ninth infantry regiment. 
After this ceremony, the admiral, with 
the members of his staff, drove to the 
governor's residence.

DIVER LEFT WITHOUT AIR 
WHEN MEN AT PUMP FOUGHT 


but Was 
Saved When Men on Dredge 
Savw the Situation. 


New York, December 14.—Left without alr 
because the two men whose duty it was to 
pump it to him had stopped work to fight 
each other, George Smith, a diver, just 
escaped death 60 feet under the surface of 
the East river. The diver, revived without 
difficulty, when finally hauled out of the 
water, but tonight is little the worse for his 
experience. Benjamin Parking one of the 
combatants in the fight which so nearly 
caused Smith’s death, is in a hospital with 
a fractured skull, while his assailant, Thom- 
as Russell, is under arrest charged with 
felonious assault. é 

Smith was working on the hull of the 
Sunken sound steamer, H. M. Whitney. A 
disagreement between Russell and Parkins, 
who were working the alr pump, was follow- 
ed, according to the police, by Russell grab- 
bing a piece of iron pipe and striking Par- 
kins over the head with it. Parkins fel 
unconscious and Russell leaped overboard 
and swam away. 

Meanwhile the diver, deprived of air, was 
helpless and momentarily in danger of death. 
Some time elapsed before those on the 
dredge realized his plight. Then two men 
jumped to the pump and others signaled the 
diver. They got no response and franticalty 
began hauling Smith to the surface. Finally 
the diver was dragged from the water more 
dead than alive and after quick work wae 
brought to his senses. 

Smith said his sensations as the air sup- 
ply failed were horrible. When he felt th? 
air failing he signaled to his mates above. 
Getting no reply on the signal rope, he 
waited to be drawn up, but felt the awful 
pressure bearing him down. Just as he was 
about to ‘‘go to sleep,’’ as he expressed it, 
he felt the air renewed, but was unable to 
reply to any signals.

Washington, December i4.—Holland’s 
ultimate forcible designs against Ven- 
ezuela, if she has finally determined op 
them, the initial steps of which appear 
to have been the seizure of the Ven- 
ezuelan guardship, are still a mystery 
to that state department, as that gov- 
ernment has not yet seen fit to make 
the United States acquainted with them. 
Holland, apparently, has mapped its 
course alone, avoiding any act that; 
might give cause for complaint from 
any of the powers having interests in 
Venezuela or interfering with vested 
rights there. The United States is for 
the time being quiescent. Something 
like this has been anticipated by the 
state department, which, without com- 
mitting itself as to the merits of the 
differences of any country with Ven- 
ezuela, has believed that sooner or 
later something would happen to bring 
the disputed question to an issue. So 
long as the American interests are not 
affected, the United States wili, unless 
the present attitude of the government 
changes, be merely a looked-on. In 
diplomatic circles, Holland’s move is 
regarded as a clever step intended to 
embarrass Venezuela in the absence of 
President Castro. 

Story of the Capture. 


Willemstad, December i4.—The fol- 
lowing detailed story of the capture 
Saturday last of the Venezuelan coast 
guardship Alexis by the Dutch cruiser 
Gelderland was obtained today from 
an officer of the cruiser: 

> 6 o’clock. Saturday morning the 

Gelderland was steaming slowly 4 
short distance off the fort at Puerto 
Cabello. She noticed the Alexis com- 
ing in, and, after taking a position 
that prevented the passage of the 
smaller boat, she ordered her to stop, 
and sent off a boat to search the Ven- 
ezuelan vessel. It was discovered that 
the captain of the Alexis had hidden 
his Venezuelan pennant in his pocket, 
and he pretended that his vessel was 
a merchant steamer. A passenger on 
board the Alexis, however, declared to 
the Dutch officer that the Alexis was 
a coastguard vessel. A search was then 
made. The flag was found in the cap- 
tain’s pocket, and six rifles and a small 
quantity of ammunition were also 
found. The rifies wete in bad condi- 
ion, 
Phe crew of the Alexis were given 
their choice of coming to Curacao or 
going ashort at Puerto Cabello. They 
preferred the latter course, embarked 
in one of their own boats and puliéd 
into the harbor. 

The Venezuelan gunboat Restaurado- 
was at Puerto Cabello, and the officers 
of the Gelderland could see her getting 
up steam. Smoke was pvuring from 
her funnel. The Gelderland stayed 
outeide Puerto Cabello for severai 
hours waiting to see if the Restauradur 
would come out, but she did not ven. 
ture forth. 

The Gelderland manned the Alexis 
with an officer and several marines 
and towed her into Curacao, arriving 
yesterday. The Alexis is now anchored 
in the inner bay.
